. Question of Recognition. 

On May 2, 1916, the following 
letter from Sir Everard Fraser, 
was received by these Guilds:— 

“The dispute between the 
masters and officers and their 
employers upon the question of 
recognising the Guilds of which 

=~the-very—great-majority_are, 

_ members, appears to me to be 
so grave a misfortune at this 
time that I feel bound to 
offer a, possible solution. 

“The Companies are loth to 
recognise the Guilds because 
they apprehend that recognition 
would expose them to constant 
demands backed by the threat 
of a strike, such demands being 

- possibly put forward by a few 
members who may not even be 
all their employees. 

“The masters and officers de- 
sire recognition because the 
nature of their employment 
prevents the bulk of them being 
at one time in Shanghai and be- 
cause they apprehend"that in- 
dividual! complaints may pre- 
judice complaints. 

_“At the meeting yesterday it 
was evident to me that all the 
present demands ofthe mem- 
bers of the Guilds were capable 
of amicable adjustment and 
that therefore the recognition 
‘question. is; in fact, the sole 

’ gause of a lamentable blow to 

China coast trade.’ 

“My suggestion is that.as a, 
condition precedent to recogni- 
tion of the Guilds the members 

ithereof all bind themselves to

In the autumn of 1920 certain 
adjustments to service conditions 
were pliced before the Company 
by these Guilds for consideration 
and as it looked.as though a re- 
currence of the disaster in 1916 
wag imminent owing to the atti- 


tude adopted at that time by the 


Company, the matter -of the 
agreement had been represented 
to Sir Everard Fraser who, in a 
letter. addressed to the China 


Coast Officers’ Guild under date! 
| October 14, 1920, expressed him- 
‘self with regard thereto as fol- 


lows:— 

“The Agreement - which 
bears my signature as a witness 
was intended, according to my 
opinion and clear recollection, 
to be permanent.” — 
In the meantime the Company 

had made -certain concessions 
which were accepted by the
